of . labour, political, ■ economic and 
iddologlcal, and that these factors 
are responsible for the selecUbn of 
occupation In any community. The 
idenUficallon of ethnic groups with 
certain occupations leads to stereo- 
typed noUons of Inherent superiori- 
ty or inferiority on Uie part of each.

The completion of the work was undertaken 
by a young musician named Francois Suss 
mayor, who bad been a pupil of Mozari, 
Although the work is not completely Mozart's 
own, yet it is one of his most mature works.
